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Absuau 

[Objective] To prov ide a diaphragm for an electro-acoustic transducer in which the lead wires of the voice 
coil can be easily drawn and set. having a configuration by which the risk of the lead wires of the voice coil 
being snarled by twisting is eliminated. 

[Configuration] The diaphragm is provided with a slit 3 which extends from a hole 2 provided in the 
diaphragm 1 and up so the enact rim of the diaphragm, and a voice -coil lead woe from the voice coil Oil the 
back side of the diaphragm is brought to the hole 2 through the slit 3 provided in the diaphragm 1. Thus, 
with this diaphragm, the work of inserting the lead wire into a hole is unnecessary, the lead wires of the 
voice coil can be easily drawn to be set and the risk of twisting the lead wires of the voice coil is 
eliminated, 

.Claims 

1. A diaphragm for an electro-acoustic transducer to be used in an electro-acoustic transducer such as a 
microphone, speaker, head phone or the like, the diaphragm being characterized in having a slit {3} which 
extends from a hole provided in the diaphragm 1 and up to an outer rim or a inner rim . 

2. The diaphragm for an electro-acoustic transducer according to claim I. characterized in that the hole (2) 
is for inserting a lead wire.

In treating the lead wires of the voice coil, the lead wires from the voice coil fixed io the back face of the 
diaphragm 1 are brought to the holes 2 through ihe slits 3. In here, notches 4 may be provided in the outer 
rim of the diaphragm 1 . as the guides of the slits 3. Usually, after completing the drawing and setting of the 
voice-coil lead wires, the holes 2 and the slits 3 are ft fled with adhesive* or the like. In some cases, the siits 
3 are left unfilled with the adhesive or ihe like, but are utilized for releasing the inner pressure of the unit, to 
prevent deformation or the like to protect the diaphragm i. Therefore, it is also effective in reducing the 
number of its manufacturing steps. 
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
